Sir, 

Having in front of me the publication of New York Times 
in cdnnection with some activities of your Agency I must say 
that as far as it concerns me and my Organization The Bulgarian 
National Front the publication represent the truth. 

The Bulgarian National Front unite American citizens of 
Bulgarian origin whom we prepare politically and they are most 
qualified and the best among the Bulgarian immigrants in USA. 

They can be very usefull material. 

Instead of recognition and cooperation with us years and 
years I observe how your Agency try to destroy me and my Orga 
nization. 

Staff members of your Agency secretly operate among us. 
Behind my back they recruite members of the Organization as paid 
informators and as soon as they succeed to recruite somebody 
they instruct him to start working against me regardless that it 
is known and proved that I myself and the members of my Organi- 
zation are loyal American citizens, strong anti communis tic , 
support the American Government and are willing to cooperate with 
you. 

I wrote before and want to repeat that about more then 
ten years staff members of your Agency paid all expenses and 
instruted some of your Bulgarian informators as D. Baharoff , 

R. Slavoff, G. Gospodinoff, N. Baikusheff, S. Ogorelkoff, Chr. 
Koleff and some of their friends to organize campaign against me 
an split the Organization of the Bulgarian National Front. Still 
now your Agency continue to support above mentioned and only 
because of your support they keep in existance so called second 
Bulgarian National Front prime activities of which is to work 
against me -not against Communism. 

The mentioned paid Bulgarian informatora of your Agency 
and others whom you recruited later are instructed to spy me, to 
listen my phone conversations, to open my private letters and 
write reports- against me with the purpose to conpromise me • And- 
because they cannot find any thing wrong they write fals reports- 
against me, against my wife, against my activities. All this: only 
favor the Communists. 



Is that what your Agency want ? 
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Before few years staff members of your Agency recruited 
Kalin Koicheff who was joined by Spas Rikin, Pavel Pavloff f lo^g- 
time your paid infcrmator and some other "family friends” of 
Koicheff. To fulfill the assignment they got they cannot find 
any where Bulgarian who are willing to support their activities 
against me but by the Communist. And- they start cooperating with 
the Churches which are in the hands of the Communist Government of 
Sofia. They alBO start working for the so called ”Cultural Centers” 
at the same Churches which Centerts are cover for the underground 
communist organization in US. We know from the old country that 
Koicheff was leftist. We suspect him all the time that he is spay 
among us. That what he did and is doing now prove that he is on 
the Communists side. Same thing with Spas Rikin. He is under 
J; Buspecion that is sent out of Bulgaria by the Communists 5 .

We investigated the casr and unfortunately find out that 
Bulgarians who work against my Organization and especially me are 
almost only your paid informators. In other words your Agency is 
the one which is working against me. 

What you want ? 

I believe you will agree* that if I offer my story to Hew 
York Tomes they will print it with pleasue and even will pay me. 

To have an idea what is going on inside your Agency I am 
sending you a copy of the record of my qualifications and ask you 
to compare them with the qualifications of any of your Bulgarian 
informators who are working against me so that you can see what 
value each of us represent and who can be more helpfull, and then 
ask your staff members who instructed your Bulgarian informators 
to work aganist me to explain to you whom actually they serve - 
the United States or the Communists. 

It is high time, Director Colby, that you investigate the 
case with Bulgarian National Front and me and order the present 
policy of your Agency toward me and my Organization to be comple- 
tely changed* 

This will open the door for mutual constructive and positive 
cooperation for which I am looking long time.
